DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A response was received on 05 December 2007. By this response, Claims 1 , 3, 
4, 6, 7, 12, 14-18, 20-22, 26, 28, and 29 have been amended. Claims 5 and 30-32 have 
been canceled. No new claims have been added. Claims 1-4 and 6-29 are currently 
pending in the present response. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -4 and 6-29 are allowed.

The prosecution history as a whole makes clear the reasons for allowance (see 
in particular applicant's arguments in the present response, particularly the discussion 
at pages 11-13 discussing the distinctions between the Ralph reference and the claimed 
invention) and therefore a statement of reasons for allowance is not necessary.
